They knew full well, if they had ſuffer'd ſome 
other men to be nominated, they did and would ha ve oppoſed it 
from - 1 beginning, as well as the whole Country Complained 
thereof. | 

Bur it is tritly objected, Mg 2.& 3. That Maſter P#ry could 
be none of thoſe deftructive offenders, for wonderfull weighty rea- 
ſons. Becauſe the profit of good and bad timber, or wood. is alike 
to him, and it being referr'd to Captain Philips he could be but a 
paſſive offendor ; that he gave order to the woodcurters,in publick, 
not ro Cut downe the good trees ; that he good man was at Par- 
liament, and therefore could know nothing, and very much Rufte 
to this tune. Whereas 'tis replyed, there is much difference berwixt 
ſound and {moorh timber, and knotty and decayed wood, both in 
the Coarding wages, and the Coal that procceds thereof; Beſides 
it being the cuftome of the iron Maſters (to whom the former Of- 
ficers were not ſervants, but {laves) to have particular affignations 
for their ſeverall Felletts, can any man beleeve Maſter P.wryſhould 
ſend up and down the Forreſt for decayd rees,when once his allor- 
ment is made amongſt good Timber ? will any man of reaſon be 
convinced, that his zeal of preſerving could be fo ſerious being at 
his own liberty, when afterwards, norwithſtanding orders of re- 
fraynt, he Commandeq 400. trees to be deſtroyed, not onely ina 

eRing, but a Contemptuous manner ? A very ill example to 
others who were not Parliament men aſwell as himſelfe, But for 
his referrence of the mannagery of the wood to Captain Philips, 
is all one as if the Grand Signior did refer a bufines to one of his

Though it be no news, when 
ſuch gallants, get on horſe-back , for an ordinary man (wrhourt 
witchcraft) to tell you whether they will ride; By that time he hath 
anſwer'd the State for his feates in the Forreſt, and ſome other very 
fine pranks, as ordinary a perſon may hold his ftirrup. 


o deſire or deſert of mine could produce that ill opinion of 


Maſter Pry which his late actions hath wrought againſt him, my 
apprehenſions of his ingenuity exceeding my judgement of his ava- 
rice, Neither when- I was ulially told of his abuſes behind my 
back, was I ſo much moved at him, as when I obſerved him deli- 
ver'd up tothat farall paſſion, Ithought my ſelf concerned to de- 
line him. What his ſervices have been, let thoſe who know them 
y them up,I confefle I live ſo far off, being near a bow-Shot , thar 
Ihavenot heard of them, Sure I am; he hath been extraordinarily 
well paid for his long marches, and hard labours. But of his ftorm- 
ings and dangerous adventures, his continuall hot and cloſe fights 
apa ckiemiſhes, I hope there.are ſome who live in and about the 
Deanery. can give a readier account. As for us,who are more renote, 
we dare'confidently belceye and fay,there is not a, perſon of the ma- 
{culine gender, will ever riſe up in judgement for the bloodſhed of 
that pretty manflayer, | 
Twas very ill done, I muſt acknowledge , of the Commander 
in cheife; to deftine him to ſo.many and deſperate on-{latres, yer, 
being at le#fi for rwo years together preſery'd from harm, as the 
writer cotifeſſerh, by the Lord of Holtes , it argued a great want 
of faith anid remembrance of former deliverances, when after- 
wards, at the fight of the enemy, he made ſuch unreaſonable hafte, 
and in ſo much diftemper. But whart is this to the caſe of theſe 3. 
Genelemen the libeller ſaith, the Iron-works were ſer up by autho- 
rity of Parliament; I ſay no,they were ſet up roo long before , and 
repair'd byauthority of their own, Bur muſt to the joy of all mer, 
- be pull'd down by authority of Parliament; and for ſelling of wood 
at reafonable rates we know the meaning of that ; the tricke is not 
forgotren,nor the meanes by whom t'was procured, That command 
hath been well obeyed, otherwiſe they could not brag they could, 
and had bought as'much wood for a groate a cord, as they pleas'd, 
 andathersthat they might ſell cheaper their iran then others, for 
that their wood coſt them little or nothing, Heere went the Hare a- 
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way, and from theſe perſons tis not hard to finde what is become 
of the Forrelt;yer for tuch people ro make it ſuch a haynous buſines 
for one of them to be impriſn'd, when he deſerv'd ſomething elle, 
and the other for his lands to: be queſtion'd, when it oughe ro be 
extended by the law,is ſo fooliſh an apology, that it deſerves,nothing 
- but contempt from wiſe or honeſt men, 

Now to winde up the firlt part of che libell, into one Botrome, 
we mult once more conſider, the good affection, ſervices, and hard. 
ſhip of theſe 3. Gentlemen, (certainly Maſter Phlippsis one upon 
the wel(h account) how they have adventur'd their lives (one or 
two of them may do it once more ) their great eſtates, and which 
is more then all their families and fortunes too beſides, what the 
Parliament truly owes them, 

Me thinks tis a ſhame, to read this effrontery , look upon theſe 
men, bur 5. yeares ſince, in their full equipage and furniture , take 
away theſe deftruchve gaines of the Forreſt from ſome , the large 
coaceſſions, bleſſings,and donatives of the Parliament from the 0- 
ther, and what the hazards of their families, fortunes, and eftates 
were, may be caſt up without great inſight in Arichmetick, And 
for ſuch men to prate what the Parliament owes them, when they 
owe all they haveand more to them, is fo bold an impudence, that 
ie deſerves a ſharp inquiſicion and a ſharper puniſhment, and what 

the demerits of ſome of them are, may ſhortly and ſooner be made 
known to the world, then they do imagine. 

- But leaving a little, the tragicall part of the'r high atchievements 
and ſufferings for them, their great loſſes and crofles, let us look to 
the Comicall progrefle of the libeff , and obſerve , with what 
kindneſle it viſits the Commiſfioners of enquiry,who are faid by a 
Commiſſion ex parte, to be in the generall but meere proſecutors, 
of thoſe juſt,quier and harmleſle people, in compariſon of whom, 
we are niade in our perſons and conditions as the vileft and moſt 
mean-creatures, a pack.of miſchervous and partiall wicked people, 
thar ſeek only our own ends,and what not ?
